PEACE RIVER GOLD. 


J. T. White, of the Bennett party, 
came in from Peace river crossing last 
night, having made the trip in record 
breaking time, namely, nine days. 
Mr. White was accompanied by Henry 
Larocque, and brings with him some 
splendid samples of gold amalgath 
washed from the bars of the Peace 
river, by Bob Robertson, well known 
here. The gold is in three partly flat 
pieces, one about the size of a fifty 
cent piece and the others about the size 
of silver quarters. It was washed out 
by Robertson in four days, working 
six hours a day, and using a shovel as 
a washing pan. Qne of the smaller 
pieces worth about $5.00, was washed 
from eighteen or twenty shovelfulls of 
sand. The total value of the gold was 
at least $20.00. Rising water prevent- 
ed the work being continued at present 
and Mr. Robertson is expected in 
shortly to secure supplies, etc., before 
returning to resume operations when 
the water agains lowers, which it is ex- 
pected wiil be in about four weeks. 
When Mr. White left, the water at the 
crossing was unusually high and the 
current was running from ten to twelve 
miles an hour. Parties could aot 
swim or raft their outfits over until the 
water subsided, so were camped on 
this side waiting till it lowered. 

The Willis party left the Landing a 
week ago to-day, going down the Peace 
in boats. 

P. J. Curran and his party have 
divided and Curran has built a boat in 
which he will continue down the Peace 
with a half breed, Joe Sisimer. His 
party went on overland trying to 
fellow up W. P. Taylor. Major 
Johnston’s party went down the river, 
also the Baker and Sloane parties, from 
Los Angeles and Ontario respectively. 
A number of other parties alsd went 
down the river, bat their names were 
forgotten. About fifteen outfits went 
across following Taylor’s trail. 
last heard of Taylor was when one of 
his men arrived back on the 18th of 
April, having left Taylor a little way 
northwest ot Hay river. The returned 
man had given up the trip and re- 
porte the country as impossible to 
travel through on account of muskeg. 


| Tayler, however, had no intention of 


| turning back.

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THE WAR. 


(SPECIAL TO THE BULLETIN.) 
May 27th. 

The City of Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
is in a fever of excitement this after- 
noon. Word was flashed across the 
Atlantic from the war office in London. 
On being translated from the cypher 
code in which the message wes sent it 
was found to be “mobilize.” Iu the code 
used by the British. Army “ mobilize ” 
means actual operations of a grave 
nature. The biief message was quick- 
ly grasped by military men and as 
quickly perused. Then followed one 
of the most sensational scenes ever 
known in the histery of Halifax. In 
five minutes the garrison was on fire 
with excitement and in ten minutes 
the forces in the garrison were uniform- 
ed and in motion and in fifteen 
minutes on the citadel, the barracks 
gates cpened end bodies of trcops were 
beginning to issue from therm. Officers 
and military messengers were hurrying 
from one part of the garrison to an- 
other. Soldiers on the run were seen 
passing between the barracks of the 
Royal artillary and the citadel and to 
and from Wellington barracks, a mile 
away to the north. Excitement ran 
high and the air was full of conjecture. 
The magazines in which were stored 
vast quantities of munitions of war 
were thrown open and the arms served 
out to the troops. The officers would 
not discuss the subject, saying they 
could not. The balauce of the after- 
noon passed without any more advices. 
News of a strange warship being sight- 
ed is brought into port by new arrivals. 
Great significence is attached to the 
whole proceeding, but at present all is 
conjecture. 

Washington, May 27.—The war de- 
partment has decided to invade Cuba. 

Admiral Sampson is at Dry Tortugas 
in Cuba, and is in cable communica- 
tion with President McKinley. 

Washington, May 27.—Tke Massa- 
chusets and three monitors will keep 
Cerveras in Santiago-de-Cuba, with 
Schley in command. Sampson will | 
take Porto Rico with part of the fleet | 
and the balance will cover the invasion 
of Cuba by the American army. 


Madrid, May 27.—In the chamber 
of deputies to-day, Senor Gassett de- 
nu uced the allegec. acts of some of 
the American warships as being con- 
tiary to international law. In the 
senate Count Almeras urged the Span- 
ish government to adopt privateering 
in view of the proceedings of the 
Americans. No action was taken, 
however. 


It is stated that all Spanish steamers 
over 1000 tons will be impressed for 
use a8 auxiliary cruisers. 

City of Mexico, May 27th: Advices 
to Spaniards here etate that a naval 
engagement has taken place in Cuban 
waters between Americans and Spani- 
erds,in which the majorityjof American 
ships were either capiured or sunk and 
Admiral Sampson killed. 


A Vienna despatch reports the sail 
ing from Gibralter of an Austrian 
warship.

Macabulsono, in Manila bay. A pri- 
vate despatch from Manila confirms the 
report and says the Baltimore is 
disabled. 

Winnipeg, May 28.--The invasion 
of Porto Rico has been postponed. 


The London papers think that 
Spain’s policy is to prolong the war. 

A Madrid despatch says that 
Cervera’s squadron is still at Santiago 
de Cuba. In view of the very general 
doubt as to whether it is there or not, 
it is considered that this report may be 
purposely misleading. 

The Winnipeg Free Press has been 
unable to obtain any confirmation or 
zontradiction of the associated press 
despatches of yesterday morning, from 
the City of Mexico, reporting the 
destruction of Sampson’s squadron and 
the death of the admiral. 

Washington, May 28,.—Everything 
is at a standstill regarding news of the 
fleets. It is not even known whether 
Cervera is at Santiago or not. 

Chicago, May 28.—A private cable 
to the associated press, from a reliabie 
source, says that it is positively known 
by the Spanish authorities that 
Cervera’s fleet is in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba. 

Another Madrid cable confirms the 
report as to Cervera being in Santiago 
harbor and adds that the bulk of 
Samyson’s squadron is blockading the 
port, and that Schley’s squadron is 


watching the Yucatan passage.

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OGILVIE ON THE KLONDIKE. 


Wm. Ogi'v'e, of Yukon fame, who 
has been lectaring in England for 
some time on the Klondike, gives the 
following infurmation in one of his 
lectures, of the conditions existing 
there : 

« From the small area of the Klen- 
dike Gistrict alone they had indica- 
tions of an almost postive nature that 
they would be able to extract at least 
$100,000,000, and he believed that 
before the area was exhausted it would 
give double §3100,000,000. The gold 
was generally in a layer of clay on 
bed-rock. To get down to it gravel 
and silt of a thickness of something 
like 15 feet to 20 feet had to be got 
through. With the present method 
of thawing the ground by means of 
great fires it perhaps took 15 to 20 
days to get the gold, and of course the 
cost for fuel and labor was consider- 
able. Several processes had been 
inentioned, and had heen partially 
developed, to take the place of the 
existing wood fires, two of which he 
might mention. One was to thaw the 
ground by what might be termed a 
blow-pipe, for which kerosene would 
be utilized. That of course, would be 
an individual miner’s appliance ; it 
would never do for working on an ex- 
tensive scale. Another process which 
has been patented in Montreal was 
to do the thawing by means of elec- 
tricity. That pessibly would be the 
method adopted in the country to 
develop large tracts of ground. It 
was claimed that by this process the 
ground could be taken out at one-fifth 
the cost of doing so by using wood 
fires as at present. Another feature 
of great importance in connection 
with the country was the fact that 
there existed abundance of coal quite 
convenient to the mines. Besides 
gold and coal, it was known that tke 
country contained rich deposits of 
copper. The natives broughtin mas- 
ses of pure native copper, which they 
said they found in the ‘upper waters 
of the White river, but just where 
was not known. In the vicinity of 
Forty-Mile river there was a limited 
area of galena assaying about 30 oz. 
to 35 oz. of silver to the ton. One 
could trace this seam of galena about 
two miles along the bank of the river. 
In the same vicinity there had been 
found a crude form of asbestos. Turn- 
ing to quart mining, he said there 
were now nine quartz claims located. 
A quartz claim in that country was 
limited by law to 1,500 feet in length 
and 600 feet in width—a little over 
204 acres. Of the nine quartz claims 
located three had been assayed and 
they yielded from 24s, to 25s..per ton 
to as high as 45c. In one case, which 
pevhaps was ewing to exceptional cir- 
cumstances, the yield had been as 
high as $1,000 per ton ; but however 
that might be, they knew that there 
in the district an almost un- 
limited guantity of rock worth from 
25s. to 45s. a ton, and averaging, say, 

ton. Of course, the cost of 
transporting machinery was very 
heavy, and it might noi, therefore, 
pay to develop the quartz claims for 
the moment ; but he wished to point 
out that the rock was there.

I think about one | 
thousand tons of food will be lost. | 
The loss of life here is of such com- | 
mor occurrence ; there are a thousand | 
and one ways to lose your life, not- 


withstanding the boaster who gains by 
painting all things in roseate colors and 
tae boaster who is too cowardly to own 
up that he has suffered.” 


Mr. Summertield also spoke of the 
exceptional honesty of the people ‘in 
and around the route, but says there 
is but one law. The whipping post for 
the first offence and hanging for the 
second. He advises none but excep- 
tionally hardy men to go by the passes, 
By St. Michael’s everything is easy, 
however. 

Concluding, Mr. Summerfield says: 
‘The committee have just brought in 
ten more victims of the avalanche. 
Business houses are closed and Sheep 
camp is in mourning. Ina tent frozen 
bodies are piled up like hay, for identi- 
fication. Itis a terrifying sight. Je 
strikes every heart with horror.”

On Friday morning the teachers of

in Hourston’s Hall. Messrs. D. J. 
Goggin, superintendent of education, 
and J. A. Calder, inspector of schools, 
were present.

The forenoon of the opening of the 
convention was occupied by an in- 
teresting address on ‘“ Memory,” by 
Supt. Goggin. In the afternon a 
paper on ‘The nature of number” 
was read by W. Ramsay, of the 
Clover Bar school, which was followed 
by « practical talk on primary arith- 
metic by Supt. Goggin, who also gave 
a review on the subject of nature 
study, showing how the teacher should 
approach the work without actually 
making a botanical study of it fer the 
pupils. The idea was rather that an 
interest should be aroused in the 
mind of the pupil; that it shculd be 
fitted 
‘*To go abroad rejoicing in the joy 
Of beautiful and well created things ; 

To thrill with the rich melody of birds 

Living thei: life of music; to be glad 

In the gay sunshine, reverent in the storm ; 

To see a beauty in the stirring leaf, 

And find calm thoughts beneath the whisper- 
ing tree ; 

To see, and hear, and breathe the evidences 

of God’s deep wisdom in the natural world.” 

Canadian history and spelling were 
the last two subjects taken up by Mr. 
Goggin, on Saturday foreneon, and 
the convention closed after he had 
explained a preposal which the de- 
partment of education had to make, 
namely, that they would choose three 
books each year for three years, which 
books were to be read by the teachers 
and essays sent in by them to the de- 
partment. Atthe end of that period 
the writers of all accepted essays 
would receive a diploma. The pur- 
pose of the propesal would be to keep 
up the interest of teachers in their 
werk and studies. The preposal was 
favorably received by the convention 
which then adjourned.
